They look like ordinary copper covered 
bullets when the cartridge is intact, 
but when tlie cartridge was taken apart 
the base projectile was found hollowed 
out and the space filled high ex- 
plosive. On contact bullet ex- 
plodes, tearing a nasty hole, instead 
of making the usual clean bullet 
wound. Americans captured German 
machine guns and ammunition at 
Vaux. They immediately turned the 
guns against the Germans, who were 
making counter attacks, and so some 
of this explosive ammunition may have 
been used against the Boche before 
the nature of the bullets had been dis- 
covered. Explosive ammunition is not 
issued to machine gunners of any allied 
army.

“This is a war in which we engaged 
the empire,” the premier sald, “ when 
we had no time to consult the domin- 
ions as to policy, and it is perfectly 
true that the policy which we adopted 
to protect small nations in Europe was 
a policy embarked upon without any 
consultation with the dominions. But 
you approved of it. Henceforth you 
have the right to be consulted as to 
the policy beforehand, and this is the 
change which has been effected as a 
result of the war. 

“The contributions which you have 
made to enforce these treaties have 
given you the undeniable right to voice 
in fashioning the policy which may 
commit you, ahd for that reason an 
imperial war cabinet is a reality. 


Says They Are United. 

“Another point in which you must 
have a voice is in the settlement of 
the conditions of peace. We have dis- 
cussed war aims and the conditions 
under which we are prepared to make 
peace at the war cabinet. 

“We arrived at an agreement on 
the subject last year with the repre- 
sentatives of the dominions, and we 
shall reconsider the same problems in 
the light of events which have oc 
curred since—and we shall reconsider 
the whole of these problems, I have no 
doubt, in the course of the next few

: aT CAMP GRANT! 


Big Mi litary Demonstra- 
tion Marks Celebration 
of Bastille Day. 


Camp Grant, Il, July 13 _—[ Spécial. id 


—Zed by the war governor of Illinois 
and their dynamic commander, Maj. 
Gen. C. H. Martin, massed thousands 
in khaki today gave tribute to France 
in a mighty martial demonstration. 

The inspiring spectacle began 
promptly at 8:45 a. m., when 30, 000 sol- 
diers of the Blackhawk division formed 
ohn brigade fronts. passed in review 
before their commander and Gov.

BREAKS RECORDS 


Emmerson Able to An- 
nounce Only Congres- 
sional Candidates. 


Springfield, Tl., July. 13.—[{Special.] 
~The order in which the names of the 


thousand and more candidates for the 
Illinois legislature will appear on the 
ballot will be announced tomorrow 


noon by Secretary of State Louis L. 


Emmerson. 
All records for primary petition fil- 


ings, established in the earlier days of 


the direct primary law, were shattered 
when a mass of petitions was dumped 


today in the secretary's office. 

Mr. Emmerson was enabled last 
night to announce the list of candi- 
dates for congress and for the Repub- 
lican and Democratic state commit- 
tees and the order in which their 
names would appear. 

, Malone Leads Ticket. 

First place in the Seventh congres- 
sional district, where the hardest prt- 
mary congressional fight is anticipated, 
went to William H. Malone of Park 
Ridge, the neutral candidate for con- 
gress. M. A. Michaelson, former floor 
leader in the council for Mayor Thomp- 
son, went into second placey while Con- 
gressman Niels Juul gets third money. 
For state committeeman in the same 
district first place went to John P., 
Garner. the city hall entry. Emil J. 
Wentzlaff, backed by the neutrals, 
drew second place and William C. Eg- 
gert, the Deneen candidate, is in third 
place. 

Congressional filings furnished a few 
surprises in the Cook county districts. 
Congressman Madden is opposed by 
James A. Scott, backed by Oscar De 
Priest. Congressman Wilson of the 
Third district got first _— over 
Harry F. Atwood. 


Britten Has Opposition. 

Two cardidates filed against Con- 

man Britten, who won first place 
in\the Ninth district. They are Au- 
guste C. Babize and John B. Skinner. 
Our old friend William Grant Webster 
who was the vice presidential candi- 
date of the state of Oregon in 1916, 
shows once more as a condidate for 
congress in the Tenth district. Down 
state the only Republican contest that 
appeared was furnished in the Gales- 
burg-Quincy district. Congressman 
Edward J. King gets first place and 
Charles F. Hubburgh gets second place 
against him. . 

Gallagher Faces Fight. — 

The chief surprise in the Democrat- 
ic congressional filings was the peti- 
tion of Frank W. Koraleski as a candi- 
date against Congressman Thomas 
Gallagher in the Eighth district. This 
is understood to be an attempt of the 
Polish vote in the district to centralize 
behind a congressional candidate. 

In the Springfield district L. V. Hill 
of Montgomery county, filed as a Dem- 
ocrat. Later former Congressman 
James M. Graham is expected to file| gm 
as a Democrat. 

The winner will attempt to defeat 
Congressman Loren E. Wheeler, who 
will be unopposed in the Republican 
primaries. . | 

Three Sacks of Mail . 

Three huge mail sacks dumped in 
the secretary of state’s office at 8:30 
o’clock this morning carried the pri- 
mary petitions that were sent in by 
mail in accord with the regulation that 
had been established by Secretary Em- 
merson last week. Under the direction 
of A. C. Millspaugh, chief assistant to 
Mr. Emmerson, a big force of clerks 
worked all day in an effort to assort 
and list the candidates. 

Because of the new primary law pro- 
vision that requires rotation of names 
by senatorial districts of candidates 
who run in the state there was none of 
the ugual strife for first place position 
by candidates for United States sena- 
tor, congressmen at large, and state of- 
ficers. 


Three File for Senator. 
However, petitions were received 
from Medill McCormick, George Ea- 
mund Foss, and William Hale Thomp- 
son for the Republican nomination for 
senator. Petitions were filed for Henry 
R. Rathbone, Richard Yates, and Wil- 
liam E. Mason for the two Republican 
nominations for congressmen at large, 
For state treasurer only the peti- 
tion of Fred B. Sterling had appeared 
up to 4 o’clock. It became definitely 
known that George E. Keys of Spring. 
field is not to be a primary candidate 
against State Chairman Sterling. 
_ Magill to Be Candidate. 

One of the lobby developments at 
the state capital in the crowd of poli- 
ticilans who were on hand with their 
petitions was that former State Sen- 
ator Hugh 8. Magill of Springfield 
is practically certain to be a candidate 
for superintendent of public instruc- 
tion. His petition was not filed to- 
day, however, but is likely to be re 
corded: early in the week. 
So far as is isidicated the contest 
between Mr. Magill and State Super- 


cis G. Blair will be the only fight staged 
for place on the Republican state 
ticket proper. 

- Long List for Legislature. 

Because of the intense fight precipi- 
tated by the showdown between the 
wets and the drys over ratification of 
the federal prohibition amendment, the 
list of candidates for the legislature is 
to be the longest in many years. This 
is increased also by the three-sided fac- 
tional fight between Cook county Re- 
publicans that, apparently, has been 
earried into each of the nineteen sena- 
torial districts, and by the double- 
barreled Democratic contest between 
the Sullivan and’ the anti-Sullivan fac- 
tions.

‘Dr. Ernest Fremont Tittle is the 
newly appointed pastor of the First 


Methodist Episcopal church, Evanston, 


one of the largest and most command- 
ing churches of the denomination. He 
succeeds Dr. Timothy Prescott Frost, 
who retired last October after having 
served the Evanston church fourteen 
years. Since that time the church has 


been ministered to by two of the pro- 
fessors of Garrett Biblical institute, 
Prof. Harris F. Rall and Prof. Lynn 
Harold Hough. This interim service 
was rendered in order to make it pos- 
pate te necure De. Xe Me the Fer 
torate. 

Up to June 1 Dr. Tittle was pastor 
of the Broadway Methodist Dpiscopal 
church, Columbus, O. On June 1 he 
became pastor of the First church, 
Evanston, but will not enter on his 
active pastorate there until Dec. 1, as 
he has gone to France in army Y. M. 
C. A. work. He has gone, however, as 
the representative of the Evanston and 
not of the Columbus church. 

Dr. Tittle is 32 years olf. He is a 
graduate of Ohio Wesleyan university 
of Delaware, O., and Drew Theological 
geminary of Madison, N. J. He was 
pastor in Delaware, O., before his ap- 
pointment to Columbus. 

Mrs. Tittle is a graduate of Ohio 
Wesleyan university and served two 
years as assistant state secretary of 
the Young Woman's Christian —_, 
ciation for Ohio Colleges. 

Before going to France Dr. Tittle 
served as religious work director 
the army Y. M. C. A. at Camp Shertl- 
dan, Ala. Dr. Tittle’s success in in- 
fluencing young men was said by Prof. 
Hough to have been one of the chief 
reasons for Dr. Tittle’s choice for the 
pastorate of the Evanston church, 
which is in close affiliation with North- 
rrr: |
